And Stuart’s dad Terry, 62, 
who has campaigned for a 
fresh inquiry, said: “He has 
got to tell the truth about 
what happened that night. 


“He has got to come clean 
and tell the police what went 
on and how Stuart died.” 

Barrymore, 54, maintains 
Stuart accidentally drowned 
in the pool during a booze 
and drug-fuelled party at his 
home in Roydon, Essex, in 
March 2001. 

But the investigation has 
been re-opened after a 70-page 
report accused detectives of 
bungling the initial inquiry. 

Officers will now investi- 
gate suspicions that 
the 31-year-old butcher’s 
“drowning” was staged as a 
cover-up. 

They will also look at claims 
that serious injuries to his 
anus were caused by a violent 
homosexual assault. 

Ex-solicitor Tony Bennett, 
59, who has campaigned with 
Terry Lubbock for a review of 
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the case, claimed 10 new lines 
of inquiry had emerged. 

He said: “They will re- 
analyse some of the 
evidence such as sheets, pil- 
low cases, mattresses and 
duvet covers. 

“There was blood, semen 
stains and saliva on them.” 

Detectives are also thought 
to be re-examining the state- 
ments of three men at the 
party, including Barrymore. 

Mr Bennett said: “Their 
stories about how Stuart was 
found vary so much they 
are irreconcilable and it is 
impossible for them all to be 
correct.” 

Barrymore is starring in a 
production of Scrooge and 
was yesterday travelling from 
Aberdeen to Sunderland for 
the latest leg of the tour.

But he said: “I am delighted 
at the news. I’ve been asking 
for years for this to be done. 

“Tm willing to do all I can 
to bring this matter to a 
correct and proper closure. 
It has been five-and-half 
years so far — and five-and- 
half years too long.” 

No-one has ever been 
charged with an offence 
relating to  Stuart’s 
death.

Backbenchers from 
both the Labour and 
Conservative parties have 
asked for a massive hike 
from their current 
salaries of £60,277.

£65million a year for MPs’ 
wages — an issue which 
party leaders fear will 
cause a public backlash. 

“A lot of voters will be 
angry if the MPs get 
everything they’re asking 
for,” an insider said. 

“Some people already 
think they are out of 
touch with reality and this 
would just make it worse.”

Some MPs have asked 
an independent board to 
match the £100,000 salaries 
of GPs and top civil 
servants, saying they work 
just as hard. 

And this is on top of 
the average of £131,000 
that they claimed in 
allowances last year. 

Despite this, Sir John 
Butterfill, a senior Tory 
MP said: “There are a lot 
of unhappy bunnies. 

“The main issue is the 
degree to which MPs’ 
salaries have fallen behind 
other public servants.” 

A Labour MP supported 
the claim, saying: “There 
is no difference between 
the parties on this.”

The grisly discovery was 
made by a fish farm 
worker who was checking 
the waterway for 
obstructions at Thorpe’s 
Hill in Hintlesham. 

A Suffolk Police 
spokesman said a post 
mortem had failed to 
establish how she died, 
but her death was 
being treated as 
suspicious. 

Gemma, of Ipswich, was 
reported missing by her 
boyfriend when she failed 
to return home after 
selling sex on the streets 
in the early hours of 
November 15. 


Another vice girl Tania 
Nicol, 19, is still missing 
after disappearing on the 
night of October 31 while 
working in the same area 
around Ipswich Town’s 
Portman Road ground. 

Police fear she might 
also have been snatched 
off the streets and 
murdered and are looking 
into the possibility that 
both women were targeted 
by the same killer. 

The pair, who knew each 
other, are the latest ina 
series of vice girls to go 
missing or be murdered in 
Suffolk and Norfolk in 
recent years. All the cases 
are unsolved.
